The first crack out of the box 
from the new congress will be an- 
other raid on labor and social wel- 
fare legislation. The newspapers 
are already beating the drums for 
such a move and certainly there 
are enough labor haters and pub- 
licity-mad crackpots in congress to 
lead a new charge. 


Nevertheless, our major new year 
prediction is that all such legis- 
lative raids on the standards of 
American workers will fail again, 
just as they have in the past two 
years. 

This is not an unfounded predic- 
tion, based entirely on hope. We 
have definite assurances that the 
very forces on whom the labor- 
haters rely most heavily for voting 
assistance will not support them. 
We mean, of course, the newly rein- 
forced republican minorities. 

Every overture by the reaction- 
ary southern democrats to the re- 
publicans for the formation of an 
anti-labor coalition in the new con- 
gress has been repudiated by the 
most influential republican con- 
gressional leaders. Senate Minority 
Leader McNary and House Minority 
Leader Martin both have spurned 
such invitations and have made it 
clear that the republican party does 
not intend to be pilloried as an 
“anti-labor” party to please any- 
one’s game. 

LABOR ON ITS TOES 


Just the same it behooves every 
member of organized labor to be 
more on the alert than ever before 
during this year to prevent the en- 


gm of dangerous legislation 


which will not only impair labor 
standards but endanger the war 
effort. 

The opposition is tricky. It will 
not advance bills which are openly 
anti-labor. It will camouflage them 
with a falsely patriotic veneer. It 
will propose measures supposedly 
intended to increase production and 
cut production costs, but hidden 
behind these praiseworthy motives 
will be the danger aimed at labor 
standards, 

The outstanding example of this 
clever strategy is the recurrence of 
the campaign against the 40-hour 
week. Again an insidious attempt is 
being made to fool the American 
people into believing that the hours 
provisions of the fair labor stan- 
dards act are a limit on working 
time in war industries. Of course, 


there is no such thing. Of course, | 


the law merely provides that time- 
and-a-half overtime be paid for 
hours in excess of 40 per week. 
When this basic fallacy in their 
campaign is exposed, the anti-labor 
propagandists immediately switch 


«<their argument and contend that 


» command 


‘the requirement of paying over- 
time forces employers to reduce the 
maximum possible working time be- 
cause they cannot afford extra la- 
bor costs. This argument, too, is 
viciously untrue. “Employers are 
not paying these extra costs. They 
are passing them on to the govern- 
ment. 

At this point the labor-haters 
raise a new outcry. They say the 
government is being buried in debt 


and that the people are being over- | 


burdened with taxes just because 
of the extra overtime costs in war 
production. Another lie. The in- 
creased production and lower over- 
head made possible by longer hours 
of operation cut the unit cost of 
the product and absorb the extra 
costs of overtime. 

TELL YOUR NEIGHBORS 

That just about demolishes the 
propaganda against the 40-hour 
standard — that, plus the fact that 
war production plants are being 
operated wherever possible much 
longer than 40 hours a week. 

But the fact remains that it is 
easier to make charges than to 
answer them; that labor’s enemies 
a far greater control 
over press and radio and other 
means of communication than the 
friends of labor, and that many 
people who hear the charges and 
begin to believe them never have 
an opportunity of hearing the other 
side of the case. 

Therefore, labor will have to re- 
double its own educational cam- 
paign this year. It will have to be 
ready to meet false propaganda 
with facts. It will have to remain 
constantly on guard against new as- 
saults. 

Fortunately, those who admin- 
ister our government and make its 
laws realize that labor is making 
an amazing record in this war. 
They know the miracles of produc- 
tion American workers have 
wrought with their hands and 
brains. They know the voluntary 
sacrifices and constructive leader- 
ship which organized labor has ex- 
erted to spur the war effort. These 
facts will deter our wiser lawmak- 
ers and legislators from upsetting 
the applecart. 

For that is all that anti-labor 
legislation at this time is likely to 
accomplish. It will not add a single 
hour to war production. It will not 
save the government a dollar, It 
will only cause resentment and in- 
ject turmoil into the fairly smooth- | 
running war production program. 
It will not help America win the 
war, It may only delay victory.

Plan For Labor To Present at 
Peace Conferences 


President 


William Green of the 


American Federation of 


Labor appointed a Post-War Planning committee of nine mem 
bers and directed it to begin immediate preparation of a pro 
gram designed to give reality to the ideals for which Ameri 
is now fighting. Mr. Green called upon the committee to invest 
gate and report on these subjects: 


1—A plan for labor represen- 
tation in the peace conferences 
which will follow victory. 

2—Specific proposals which 
the labor representatives should 
seek to have incorporated in 
the peace treaty. 

3—A broad program of post- 
war reconstruction to prevent a 
disastrous depression. 

4—Expansion of social, eco- 
nomic and political security for 
America and the peoples of all 
lands. 


Mr. Green named Matthew Woll, 
vice president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, as chairman of 
the committee. Others designated 
to serve with him were: 

David Dubinsky, president of the 
international ladies’ garment work- 
ers’ union; Miss Agnes Nestor, di- 
rector of research and education of 
the international glove workers’ 
union; Dr. John Childs of Columbia 
university, representing the Amer- 
ican federation of teachers; Harvey 
Brown, president of the interna- 
tional association of machinists; 
George M. Harrison, president of 
the brotherhood of railway clerks; 
Richard Gray, secretary of the in- 
ternational union of bricklayers, 
masons and plasterers; Rubin Sod- 
erstrom, president of the Illinois 
state federation of labor, and Mil- 
ton P. Webster, vice president of 
the brotherhood of sleeping car 
porters. 

Mr. Green, who was authorized to 
appoint such a committee by the 
last convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, said: 

“We must start planning now for 
the emergencies that will face us 
when the war is over. We can’t 
afford to wait until victory is won. 
Without adequate preparation and 
a specific program to meet that day 
of victory, we may find —as in the 


last war—-that the battle was in

Living Costs Higher, Says 
Fisher; Consumers Cheated 
At Black Markets 


The workers’ pocketbook has 
been hit much harder by rising 
prices than department of labor 
figures show. 

That was pointed out by Profes- 
sor Irving Fisher, noted Yale uni- 
versity authority on political sci- 
ence, in an article prepared for the 
A. F. of L. union label trades de- 
partment. 

Officially, department of labor 
statistics place the climb in food 
prices at 16 per cent above a year 
ago and 40 per cent above the 
level at the outbreak of the war in 
Europe. 

Fisher, 
government data does not reflect 
the inflated prices on the “black 
market,” the deterioration in the 
quality of goods, or the wholesale 
violations of price regulations by 
| business men. 

“Newspapers report that the 
black markets, or at any rate, the 
| cases of disobedience to O. P. A. 
a restrictions are already ex- 
tremely frequent,’ Fisher said, 
“Only 535 of 1,575 retailers who 
have been checked were found to 
be obeying the rules fully. 

“Another sort of concealed infla- 
tion consists of palming off inferior 
qualities, smaller loaves or short 
weights. If all these factors could 
be measured, we would find that 
the cost of foods has actually risen 
much more than the official figures 
indicate.”

|ABOUT YOUR INCOME TAX 
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(This is one of a series of articles prepared by the treasury department, bureau of 


internal revenue, for labor unions and its members.

No. 1— Deductions Allowed Labor 
Union Members 


Individual members of labor 
unions, including carpenters, brick- 
layers, electricians, plumbers, plas- 
terers, machinists, boilermakers, 
aircraft mechanics, shipbuilders, 
war munition workers, and other 
skilled and unskilled employes 
working for wages or salaries are 
generally entitled to the same de- 
ductions from the gross income re- 
ported on their income tax returns 
(form 1040), as are allowed to othey 
individuals (not members of a labor 
union) working for salaries or 
wages. Some of these allowable 
deductions are: 


1, Labor union dues used by the 
union to meet strictly labor activi- 
ties. 

2. Labor union assessments to 
the extent applied by the union to 
“out of work” benefit payments to 
unemployed members capable of 
working. 

8. Contributions by employes to 
state unemployment insurance 
funds which are not generally re- 
coverable at the option of the em- 
ploye. 

4. Fees paid to obtain employ- 
ment. 

5. Expenses paid, not compen- 
sated for by insurance or otherwise, 
for medical care of the taxpayer, 
his wife, or a dependent of the tax- 
payer, including amounts paid for 
the diagnosis, cure, mitigation, 
treatment, or prevention of disease, 
or for the purpose of affecting any 
structure or function of the body, 
or for accident or health insurance. 
This deduction for medical ex- 
penses is limited to the amount of 
such expenses as exceed 5 per cent 
of the net income computed with- 
out the benefit of this deduction 
but not exceeding $2,500 in case of 
& married couple or a head of a 
family; and $1,250 in case of any 
other individual. 


6. Alimony and separate main- 
tenance payments made in accord- 
ance with a court order by the hus- 
band to his wife, exclusive of any 
amounts paid for the support of 
rainor children of the husband 

7 Debts, exclusive of those aris- 
ing from unpaid wages, salarie 
rents and similar items not prev 
ously included in income, which be- 
come worthless during the year, 
ubject to certain limitations in the 
case of debts represented by bonds, 
aucbentures, notes or certificates, or 
other evidence of indebtedness, is- 
sued by a corporation with interest 
coupons or in registered form. 

5. Contributions made to certain 
designated classes of organizations, 


not exceeding 15 per cent of the 
net income computed without the 
benefit of this deduction and the 
deduction for medical expenses. 


The most common allowable contri- 
butions are those made to or for 
the use of (a) a domestic corpora- 
tion, trust, community chest, fund,

9. Interest paid on indebtedness 
of the taxpayer, including tenant- 
stockholder’s proportion of cer- 
tain interest paid or incurred by 
a cooperative apartment corpora- 
tion on its outstanding indebted- 
ness contracted in the acquisition, 
construction, alteration, rehabilita- 
tion, or maintenance of a cooper- 
ative apartment building or in the 
acquisition of the land on which 
the building is located. 

10. Taxes not specifically ex- 
cluded by statute, imposed by law 
upon the person claiming the de- 
duction, including: 

(a) Taxes imposed by the United 
States government on admissions, 
club dues, telephone and telegraph 
services, safe deposit boxes, trans- 
portation of persons and property, 
use of motor vehicle or boat, and 
documents. 

(b) State income taxes. 

(c) State and local retail sales 
taxes (including state gasoline 
taxes) to the extent that they are 
separately stated and paid by the 
purchaser. 

(d) Taxes on real property 
owned by the person claiming the 
deduction, exclusive of taxes for 
local benefits such as assessments 
for street, sidewalk, sewage, and 
other local improvements which 


are not allocable to maintenance or 
interest charges. 

(e) Tenant-shareholder’s propor- 
tion of certain allowable real estate 
taxes on a cooperative apartment 
building and the land on which it is 
situated, paid or incurred by the 
cooperative apartment corporation. 

(f) Automobile license tags. 

(g) Automobile property tax im- 
posed upon the owner. 

11. Property losses arising from 
fire, storm, shipwreck, or other 
casualty, or from theft, not compen- 
|} sated for by insurance or other- 
wise. 

12. Losses of property destroyed 
or seized in the course of military 
or naval operations during the war, 
and of property located in enemy 
|}countries or in areas which come 
| under control of the enemy.

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
asked all state federations and city 
and central labor bodies to support 
President Roosevelt's forthcoming 


social security message to congress. 


Warning that an inadequate so- 
cial security program would mean 
that after the war at least one-half 
of the population would be “on the 
dole,” a situation which he 
would menace democratic institu- 
tions, Mr. Green, in a letter to all 
affiliates, also outlined the federa- 
tion's completed social security pro- 
gram, part of which was approved 
at the federation’s convention in 
Toronto last October. 

The federation’s program, which 
was drafted in close cooperation 
with administration leaders, fol- 
lows: 

1. Extension of old-age insurance 
to domestic and farm workers and 
public employes not already cov- 
ered, to lay employes of religious, 
educational and charitable organi- 
zations, to fishermen in boats of 10 
tons or less and to the self-em- 
ployed, and the payment of higher 
benefits and supplemental allow- 
ances to dependents. The program 
would also extend benefits to elig- 
ible workers permanently disabled. 

2. A uniform and more adequate 
unemployment benefit system under 
a national unemployment compen- 
sation plan. 

3. Provision for the maintenance 
of the right of enlisted service men 
in old age and survivors’ insurance 
and unemployment allowances. 

4. Hospital benefits for workers

Titan Metal Co. Pays

Decision of NLRB Complied

Are Urgent

American Federation of Labor 
Takes the Lead 


For two years the American Federation of Labor has been 
studying the inadequacies of our social security system so as to 
recommend improvements that will prevent this aftermath of 
the war and make freedom from want a reality here in America. 
The necessary next steps in social insurance, together with 
provisions for demobilized soldiers, were incorporated in a bill 
introduced in congress this fall by Congressman Eliot 

This bill would enlarge our social security system to 
cover the emergencies which today reduce workers to pov- 
erty and keep them in fear and want. Coverage was in- 
creased to give old age pensions to practically all workers; 
domestic servants, farm workers, self-employed persons 
and many others now excluded were brought under the old 
age provisions. Unemployment benefits were raised to 
about half the normal wage, coverage was extended, wait- 

ing period cut to one week, benefit period extended to 26 

weeks. Benefits for physical disability due to old age were 

extended to include all workers permanently disabled; and 
unemployment benefits were extended to cover those unem- 
ployed because of sickness. Hospital benefits were in- 
cluded; additional allowances for dependents were given. |

WAR: BOARD MAKES 
REPORT COVERING PERIOD 
JANUARY 12 TO NOVEMBER 30 


Decentralizing of Board’s Work Will 
Speed Up Decisions; Tripartite Panels 
For 30 Major Cities 


Important progress is being made toward decentralizing the 
work of the war labor board so that it will be able to handle the 
enormous number of cases before it. The latest report shows 
that from January 12 to November 30, 1942, the board heard 


| reported increases 


and completed 396 cases; but in November alone the board re- 
oe 


ceived 699 new cases. This 
does not include the voluntary 
wage increases received in 
regional cases which number 


several thousand. 

Important accomplishments 
the last 2 months: 

1. The board has adopted the 
principle of allowing regional of- 
fices to pass on labor disputes, 
which will greatly speed its work. 
Tripartite panels will be set up in 
30 major cities and will have the | 
power to hear and determine all 
labor disputes. Decisions may be 
appealed to the national board, and 
it reserves the right to reconsider. 

2. The board has added 250 per- 
sons to its field staff to handle 
cases. It has set up 10 regional of- 
fices with tripartite panels repre- 
senting labor, management and the 
government, four representatives | 
for each of the three groups. 

3. The board has set up 5 tri- 
partite commissions for wage de- 
termination in cases in specific in- 
dustries: non-ferrous metals, truck-

The following wage increase de- 
terminations may be made by the 
regional boards: 1, wage adjust- 
ments for living costs up to 15 per 
cent; 2, wage adjustments involving 
100 employes or less (about two- 
cases); 3, non-civil 
service government employes work- 
ing for the way department, navy 
department, departments of agri- 
culture and interior, employes of 
government-owned privately oper- 
ated plants, army arsenals, navy 
yards (this covers 1,500,000 em- 
ployes). Note especially: wages of 
women may be adjusted upward to 
equal those of men performing the 
same work; no appeal to the war 
labor board is necessary. Authority 
for wage adjustments in building 
construction has been delegated to 
the wage adjustment board of the 
building construction industry.

108 New York Workers 
Killed By Accidents 


Preliminary reports of 108 fatal 
industrial accidents were received 
by the state department of labor 
during November, A total of 96 
male and 12 female workers were 
killed while at work in various 
New York state industries, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by Indus- 
trial Commissioner Frieda 8S. Miller. 
Forty-five of these fatalities oo- 
curred in manufacturing industries, 
15 in transportation, 15 in service, 9 
in trade, 6 in public employment 
and 3 in miscellaneous other indus- 
tries covered by the workmen's 
compensation law. 

A tabulation of industrial deaths 
compiled under the direction of Dr. 
E. B. Patton, director of the divi- 
sion of statistics and information in 
the department of labor, shows that 
the November reports totaled the 
same as those received during Oc- 
tober of last year and 3 less than 
the number reported in November
